The course of Judge Thormim in the 
settlement of the Hocking Valley strike, 
which commenced in JiiniB, 188^ is in 
striking contrast to that pursued by 
Harrison in the labor troubles of 1877. 


During the Hocking Valley difficult 
ties, when the war between the coal op- 
erators and miners had become almost a 
war of extermination, it was proposed 
that the dispute be submitted to arbitra- 
tion, and, after much 
consultation. 
Judge Thurman was finally agreed upon 
by both sides as sole judge in the case. 
After much reluctance he was induced 
to accept the difficult charge on condi- 
tion that his services should be abso- 
lutely without compensation, and all 
the evidence bearing on the matter 
should be laid before him. 
The papers 
were placed in bis hands, and ten days 
and nights of unremitting toil were de- 
voted by him to the examination of the 
case. 
His opinion was a model of clear 
reasoning, and his decision was express- 
ed in the following concluding para- 
graph, a verdict in favor of the men on 
the entire matter in dispute: 


My decision, therefore, is that the 
operators of the two districts can pay 
the advance asked (60 cents per ton) and 
compete with other districts. 


The men were right and the em- 
ployers were WTong, and Judge Thur- 
man stood by the men. The reasoning 
upon which his conclusion was based 
was so clear that the operators could 
not resist it, and the miners immediate- 
ly resumed work upon the terms they 
had demanded. The judge was the re- 
cipient of many resolutions and lettei-s 
of thanks from the laboring organiza- 
tions throughout the United States. 


On January 26, 1886, imriiediately af- 
ter Judge Thurman's adjudicatioji, the 
following preamble and resolution were 
adopted 
unanimously by the State 
Trade and Labor assembly, of Ohio, 
tlien in sessicm, at Columbus. 


Whereas, The success of the recent ar- 
bitration proceeding between the miners 
and operators of the Hocking Valley and 
Ohio Central districts is very gratifying 
and encouraging to all lovers of justice 
and fair play, and 


Whereas, While we congi-atulate the 
miners for their willingiiesss to arbitrate 
the justness of their claims, too much 
cre(lit can not be given to the that ster- 
ling man of the peojjle, Allen G. Thur- 
faan, for consenting to act as umpii-e, 
and his impartial consideration of the 
e%ddence pre,sen ted—no light task for a 
man of his years—and which was evi- 
dently assumed to, in a measure, ameli- 
orate the condition of labor and capital 
employed in the Hocking Valley and 
Ohio Central districts and the city of 
Columbus, therefore. 


Resolved, That the secretaiy of this 
assembly be instmcted to forward Hon. 
Allen G. Thurman the above jjreamble, 
which properly conveys and expresses 
the sentiments of the Ohio Trades and 
Labor assembly uiion this matter. 


Tlie hapi)y settlement of a great dis- 
pute resulted in the further increase of 
miners' wages in the Hocking Valley 
disti-icts, and the compensation as now 
fixed is 75 cents for winter mining and 
70 cents for summer mining. We have 
no doubt tliat the 10,000 miners of Ohio 
and their brethren throughout the coun- 
try Avill remember \vith their votes the 
justice done to them by Allen G. Thur- 
man, and the benefits they have since 
received in conseipience of his just judg- 
ment. 


In a simOai- crisis, in 1877, Benjamin 
Han-ison drew $1,000 per week from the 
railroad companies, while receiving $5 
per day as the pay of a captain of troops 
organized to contend against the unem- 
ployed laborers.

THVKDUN'S CHAMPIONSHIP OV 


JLABOK. 


(New 
York Star.) 


The course of Judge Thurman in the 


settlement of tho Hocking Valley strike* 
which commenced in June, 1884, is in 
striking contrast to that pursued by 
Harrison in the labor troubles of 1877. 


During the Hocking Volley difficul- 


ties, when tlie war between the coal op- 
erators and miners had become almost a 
war of extermination, it was proposed 
that the dispute be submitted to iirbitrs- 
ion, and, after much 
consultation, 


Tndge Thurman was finally agreed upon 
»y both sides as sole judge in the case. 
After inueli reluctance he was induced 


accept the difficult charge on condi- 


riou that his services should be abso- 
lutely without compensation, and all 
ihu evidence bearing on the matter 
should be laid before him. 
The papers 


were placed in bis hands, and ten days 
and nights of unremitting toil were de- 
voted by Mm to the examination of the 
case. His opinion was a model of clear 
reasoning, and his decision was express- 
ed in the following concluding para- 
graph, a verdict in favor of the men on 
ihe entire matter in dispute ; 


My decision, therefore, is that the 


operators of the two districts can pay 
£e advance asked (60 cents per ton) and 
compete with other districts. 


The men were right and the em- 


ployers were wrong, and Judge Thur- 
mau stood by the men. The reasoning 
upon which his conclusion was based 


; so clear that the operators could 


not resist it, and the miners iinmecUate- 
y resumed work upon the terms they 
iiad demanded. The judge was the re- 
cipient of many resolutions and letters 
of thanks from the laboring organiza- 
tions throughout the United States. 


On January 26; 1886, immediately af- 


ter Judge Thurman's adjudication, the 
following preamble and resolution were 
adopted 
unanimously by the State 


Trade and Labor assembly, of Ohio, 
then in session, at Columbus. 


Whereas, The success of the recent ar- 


bitration proceeding between the miners 
and operators of the Hocking Valley and 
Ohio Central districts is very gratifying 
and encouraging to all lovers of justice 
and fair play, and 


Whereas, While wo congratulate tbw 


miners for their willingness* to arbitrate 
the justness of their claims, too much 
credit can not bo given to the tliat ster- 
ling man of the people, Allen G. Thur- 
man, 
for consenting to act as umpire, 


ami his impartial consideration of the 
evidence presented — no light task for a 
man of his years— and which was evi- 
dently assumed to, in a mewrare, ameli- 
orate the condition of labor and capital 
employed in the Hucking Valley and 
Ohio Central districts and the city of 
Columbus, therefore, 


Besolved, That the secretary of this 


Assembly be instructed to forward Hon. 
Allen G. Thurman the above preamble, 
which properly conveys and expresaui 
the sentiments of the Ohio Trades and 
Labor assembly upon tliis matter. 


The happy settlement of a great dis- 


pute resulted in the further increase of 
miners' wages in the Hocking Valley 
districts, and the compensation as now 
fixed is 75 cents for winter mining and 
70 cents for summer mining. We have 
no doubt that the 10,000 miners of Ohio 
and their brethren throughout the coun- 
try will rememlwr with their votes the 
justice done to them by Allen G. Thur- 
man, 
and tho benefits they have since 


received in consequence of his just judg- 
ment. 


In a similar crisis, in 1877, Benjamin 


Harrison drew $1,000 per week from the 
railroad companies, while receiving $5 
per day as the pay of a captain of troops 
organized to contend against the unem- 
ployed laborers.
